N ew s spread with amazing 
tepidity and when the ships drew 
along the quays thousands of per­ 
sons were on hand to greet them. 
A wild welcome was shrieked by i 
whistles iii all vessels in the port.

States) 
seemed to come from every throat 
in the crowd, which w'as dotted 
with 
vari-colored 
uniforms 
of 
French soldiers and sailors. 
Mean­ 
while the bands played the Star 
Spangled Banner and the M arseil­ 
les as the Am erican colors were 
hoisted. 
Delegations of American 
arm y officers from Paris and naval 
officers of Am erica were present 
and a sim ilar representation from 
the French navy to receive the new 
fighting forces. 
Not a man was lost during the 
transfer of the American forces to 
France, and there was not even a 
case of serious illness, M ajor Gen­ 
eral Pershing, the Am erican com­ 
mander, on his return to his head­ 
quarters today, after a quick trip 
to the port of debarkation, said. 
“ The landing of the first Am eri­ 
can troops has been 
a 
complete 
success,” he said. 
"In this rem ark­ 
able transfer of a large force across 
Hie ocean—one of the largest op­ 
erations we have ever undertaken 
— not a man nor an anim al was lost 
or injured, and there was not a sin­ 
gle case of serious sickness- noth­ 
ing but a few unimportant cases of 
mumps. 
The men were in splendid 
morale, with keen confidence and 
eager spirit. 
“ The physical appearance of our 
men is truly inspiring. 
They are 
all fine, husky young fellows, with 
the glow of energy, good health and 
physical figure, which 
will 
make 
them a credit along 
any 
troops. 
They are exceptionally well camped 
and 
cared 
for .with substantial 
wooden barracks, good beds, good 
food and the best sanitary arrange­ 
ments . Fo r all of this we are deep­ 
ly indebted to French co-operation 
w'lth members of my staff.” 
Land was first sighted from the 
transports on Monday night, after 
an exciting trip through the sub­ 
m arine zone. 
Frequent warnings

ing the last few days ol tin* voyage, 
and the passage through the war 
zone was made at high speed.

WAR LOAN TO RUSSIA 


JA P A N

Minister SHoda Says Dispatch of 
W arship Fleet to Mediterran­ 
ean Shews 
Country 
Is 
Helping the Entente.

Tokio, June 30.— Japan was ne- 
gotianng with Russia to make. a 
war loan tc that country when the 
revolution interrupted the pourpar­ 
lers, said K a zuye Shoda, .lapan’s 
minister of finance, to the corre­ 
spondent of i he Associated Pre-s 
while discussing Jap an ’s proposed 
financial assistance to tho entente 
powers. 
The minister did not say 
whether the interrupted negotia­ 
tions would be resumed. 
Tile m inister previously stated 
that his country was negotiating 
to make Dans to Great Britain and 
France. 
Ho could not 
fix 
ti 
amounts, 
but lie expressed the 
^pinion that the financial aid to 
the entente, 
supplementing Ja p ­ 
an’s dispatch of a fleet of warships 
to the Mediterranean Pen, showed 
that Japan was doing everything 
in her power to help the allies suc­ 
cessfully prosecute the war. 
Ko declared that loans to the 
allies and the contemplated pur­ 
chase of entente securities held in 
the Knifed States would tend to 
cliack the outflow* of gold from the 
United States to Japan, which ap­ 
peared to be causing some appre­ 
hension in the United States. 
The 
contemplated purchase of securi­ 
ties was not to he an official oper­ 
ation. 
It was being arranged by a 
group of important banks, includ­ 
ing the Yokohoma Specie bank, the 
Industrial Bank of Japan, and lead­ 
ing financiers of Osaka. 
“ You must remember,” rem ark­ 
ed Mr. Shoda, referring 
to 
the 
movement of gold from tho United 
States to Japan, “ that the importa­ 
tion of spocio is generally regard­ 
ed as a disadvantageous operation.” 
Minister Sh od a. in an address 
before the prefeotural governors 
referring to Japan's financial part 
in the war, said: 
. “ Our 
own 
people 
may 
some­ 
times forgot the fact 
that 
our 
country is a party to the war for 
our m ilitary operations are not 
conspicuous on I ho surface. 
But 
the empire is 
giving 
the 
allies 
every assistance at its command, 
and the special fund needed for 
that purpose 
reaches 
no 
small 
amount. 
Fortunately at the out­ 
break of the war, 
our 
national 
treasury was in such a fine con­ 
dition that we did not have to 
seek a special revenue source in 
defraying those expenses. 
But 
what tho close of the 
war 
w ill 
bring no one knows 
except 
the 
prospect that the expenses w ill on­ 
ly 
increase. 
The 
government, 
therefore, is at present considering 
the ways and means to solidify the 
foundation of our 
war-time 
fi­ 
nance.” 
• 
That Japan was continuing to 
enjoy great 
material 
prosperity 
was shown, he said, by the fact 
that up to the middle of M ay the 
excess of exports over imports had 
roached the total of about $110.- 
000,000, or about three times as 
great as the previous year for the 
same period. 
This had brought 
about an over-supply 
of 
money, 
which constituted a great problem. 
The way of disposing of this sur­ 
plus money could not he definite­ 
ly outlined in 
days 
like 
these 
when the -world finance is full of 
sudden changes. 
“The investment of our capital

The Missouri Bad Check Law 


T H E N E W “ Bad Check Law”

der, with all costs and protest 
fees, within five days after due 
notice has been given, he shall 
be guilty 
of 
a misdemeanor 
aud subject to a tine of not 
more than $1000.00, nor more 
than one year’s imprisonment, 
or both tine and imprisonment.

Dr. J. Harrison 
Hunt, 
the sur­ 
geon of the expedition, who a few 
days ago came back to this coun­ 
try, after a thrilling journey of l l 
miles over the ice of Melville bay, 
reported that 
unless 
help were 
sent his companions would be in 
dire extremity by August I. 
The 
scant supplies were even then be­ 
ing rationed out to them. 
After 
midsummer they will be obliged to 
subsist as best they can upon tie4 
country and after 
the fashion of 
the Eskimo. Walrus meat and cari­ 
bou may possibly be obtained, bul 
they will be dependent largely up 
on the fortunes of the chase. 
Dr. 
Hunt says that unless help is sent 
he fears fatality. 
The Neptune, which will 
soon 
be on its way to Etah, the base of 
the Crocker Land expedition, is a 
vessel especially well equipped for 
such a mission. “The Queen of the 
Sealing Fleet/' as she is called, is 
one of the stoutest vessels afloat, 
and her stout ribs may well with­ 
stand the pressure 
of 
the polar 
pack. 
In addition to her regular stores 
she is carrying eight tons of food 
for the use of the Crocker 
Land 
party. 
R. Henry Fairfield Osborn, pres­ 
ident of the American Museum of 
Natural History, and chairman of 
the honorary committee of the ex­ 
pedition, said the other 
day that 
he considered the scientific results 
obtained by the 
expedition fully 
justified its enormous cost. H e ex­ 
pressed the hope that the general 
public would aid 
the institutions 
concerned in bearing the expense. 
George H. Sherwood, acting chair­ 
man of the committee in charge, 
says that he feels confident that, 
barring 
accidents, 
the 
Neptune 
will be back with the MacMillan 
party in the 
early 
autumn 
and 
that the expedition 
will 
reach a 
triumphant close. 
How many are the demands of 
civilization is shown in the mani­ 
fest of the Neptune. The supplies 
which she is taking north include 
hundreds of items. Among some of 
the stores in the 
hold 
are 2,000 
pounds of pork, 3 barrels of sugar, 
5 crates of yellow meal, 4 case 
of oatmeal, 5 cases of sliced pine­ 
apples, 2 cases of evaporated ap­ 
ples. 2 cases of evaporated peach 
es, 150 pounds of butter and a keg 
of sour pickles.
